Canadian Chamber of Commerce this week, when the 
president, S. B. Gundy, of Toronto, delivered the shortest 
presidential address in the history of a Canadian trade 
organization. He only uttered a few words but in these 
few words he said a great deal, His address was in two 
sentences :— 

"Let put aside provincial.*m. 
Canada as a whole.” 

This might well have been the text for a lengthy 
oration on the necessity of all the people in every pro- 
vince of Canada sinking their sectional differences in an 
effort to promote the best interests of the whole Do- 
minion, but President Gundy preferred to give only the 
text, and to let his hearers draw their own conclusions. 
It was a text worthy of study, for no country, no matter 
how great, can realze its highest destiny if its various 
s are animated by suspicion, jealousies and 
agai each other. Unfortunately, there have 
strong indications of this in Canada in the past, for cast 
and west, the marit'mes and the central provinces, have 
not always pulled together as they might have done. The 
message of Mr, Gundy was a timely one, and it was of 
just sufficient length to sink deeply into the minds of 
the trade leaders to whom it was spoken, and on whom 
rests much of the responsibility for putting it isto con- 
crete action.

Following him, Paul Concour, of France urged the 
necessity lor security from war as an essential towards 
disarmament, These declarations, following upon the 
German resolution to pioneer the cause of world peace, 
and M. Briand's eulogy of the German attitude, are im- 
pressive. They show a growing desire on the part of 
the great powers io take seriously, as they have pever 
done before, plans 10 make war impossible It may be a 
long time before thie hecomes a reality, but progress is 
being made, and the present session of the League s+ 
sembly is doing much to justify the existence of that body,
